TIVE AGRICULTURE" - A 
STUDY OF INTERNATIONAL 
AGRICULTURE - will be offered 
by the Faculty of Agriculture in 
the Winter term on the Macdon- 
aid Campus.

Bountiful Breads 
Well, the Christmas season of 
give and take is rearing its ugly 
head again, and what is there 
around here for gifts? May I make 
a suggestion? Give something 
from the kitchen, that warm hub 
of good smells and good eating. 
You may have guessed by now 
that I have a recipe up my sleeve, 
and rightly so, for I do. This 
recipe makes 8 beautiful fruit 
cakes. You can buy the loaf pans 
in the supermarket, just the 
regular aluminum foil ones which 
are the right size, or you won't 
make 8 cakes. Here are the 
ingredients. Costs $10 in all 
(including wine). 

2 cups soft butter 

3 Vi cups sugar 
9 egg whites 

9 egg yolks 

6V2 cups sifted flour 

1 tsp. salt 

2 tsp. baking powder 
Vi tsp. nutmeg 

V2 tsp. cloves (ground) 
2 cups Marsala wine 
2 cups applesauce 
2 lbs. raisins (& currants) 

1 lb. mixed, cut-up candied fruit 

2 cups chopped walnuts 
cherries are optional 

Get some heavy brown paper (a 
shopping bag is good) without 
any writing or ink on it and grease 
it well and line the loaf pans with 
it. Pre-heat the oven to 300 



degrees F. 

Cream the butter until fluffy. 
Beat in the sugar gradually and 
beat well after every addition. 
Beat in the egg yolks, one at a 
time. 

Sift the flour, baking powder, 
salt, nutmeg and cloves together. 
Measure out V2 cup of this 
mixture and set it aside. Now add 
the rest of the flour mixture 
alternately with the Marsala, to 
the butter mixture. Then stir in 
the applesauce. 

Combine in another bowl the 
raisins, currants, candied fruit, 
and walnuts in a bowl. Add the Vi 
cup of flour mixture and toss 
together with your hands until the 
fruit is well coated with flour. 
Now stir it into the batter. 

Beat the egg whites until stiff, 
but not dry, and fold them into 
the batter. 

Now it's ready to cool. Divide 
the batter evenly (about 3 cups 
per loaf) and bake them 2 hours, 
or until the old toothpick test 
works. Cool them in the pans. 
Turn them out when cool, strip off 
the brown paper and wrap in 
heavy-duty aluminum foil to store 
until needed; then you can wrap 
them in transparent wrap, tie a 
ribbon around and give them 
away (what a waste of good cake). 
If your oven won't hold 8 loaves at 
once, refrigerate the ones not 
being cooked. The Marsala wine 
(Continued on page 2)
